MORALES HELD. 


The Bandit Has a Hearing at 
Oceanside. 


A Murrieta Rancher Tells How the 
Outlaw Held Him Up. 


The Abducted Girl Testifles as an Un- 
willing Witness. 


Morales Held in Default of $5000 
Ball to Answer at San 
Diego for Highway 
Robbery. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

OCEANSIDE, 11.— [Special.] Syl- 
vestro Morales, in Justice Frazer’s court 
this afternoon, had a preliminary examina- 
tion on a charge of highway robbery.

[Shown the watch.) Yes, that is the watch. 
He said, ‘Be quick!’ He left his horse, he 
and the girl riding off on my horse.

DRANE’S DOINGS. 


MORE PARTICULARS ABOUT 
HIS EMBEZZLEMENT. 


| How the Firm First Discovered That 
Their Confidential Man Was a 
Rascal—He Has Sailed for Aus- 
tralia—A Detective After Him. 


* 


The story of Drane’s defalcation and 
flight, as published exclusively in Tux 
Times yesterday morning, was the 
general topic of conversation on the 
streets yesterday, and caused no little 
comment among the young man’s busi- 
ness friends and associates. His lav- 
ish expenditure of money had often 
been spoken of, but no one suspected 
that he was robbing his employers, as 
it was understood that he was a man 
of some means. so that the exposé was, 
in a certain sense, a complete surprise 
to them. Since the whole matter has 
come out, however, numerous suspi- 
cious circumstances are remembered, 
and certain actions that at the time 
seemed peculiar are now made plain. 

In regard tothe actual defalcation 
but little remains to be told beyond 
what has already been published. The 
first year that Drane was with the 
company he was very attentive to his 
business and gave entire satisfaction. 
He was a first-class office man, had no 
bad habits so far as known, and us he 
was paid a salary ot $150 per month,

left San Pedro until he took the 
steamer. 

Drane left San Pedro on the evening 
of August 19th and came to Los An- 
— where he went to his room at the 

mona, at the corner of Third and 
mg streets. Nothing was thought 
of this, as he frequently spent his 
nights in Los Angeles; in fact, rented 
his room at the Ramona regularly by 
the month. To disarm _ suspicion, 
Drane left most of personal 
effects at San Pedro, and onl 
brought a hand satchel with bim. 
On the 20th he telephoned to Mr. 
Reynolds that he was sick, but would 
be down on the following day. This 
explanation wus satisfactory, and dur- 
ing the day Drane went about the city 
purchasing such articles as he was in 
need of. Among these was a large 
trunk, for which he paid $55. He paid 
for all of his purchases from a lar 
roll of greenbacks, which he frequently 
displayed; but this created no sus- 
picion, as he was always plentifully 
supplied with money, and nerally 
carried it in this shape. On the morn- 
ing of the 2ist he again telephoned 
that he would be down the following 
day, and that night took the train for 
San Francisco, where he arrived in 
the afternoon of the 22d. Where he 
spent that night and the follow- 
ing day is not known, but 
the night of the he 
spent with the woman Dolly r 
Who is living with a barkeeper by that 
name on Stockton street. Drane took 
the woman to a private lodging-house, 
and the next morning paid his bill, 
again displaying the roll of n- 
backs. The proprietress of the house, 
when asked how much money she 
thought he had, said that she did not 
know, but that he paid her in tens and 
twenties, and seemed to have plenty of 
them. On the 24th Dranesailed for 
Honolulu, engaging the best stateroom 
on the vessel, for which he paid $15 
extra. The fellow was high-toned to 
the last, and nothing was too for 
him, apparently, as he got the best 
everywhere he stopped. 

As soon as it was ascertained the 
route that he had taken, every precau- 
tion was taken to secure Drane’s cap- 
ture. The cable was called into re- 
quisition, and all points that could be 
reached were notified to be on the look- 
outforhim. If he goes on to Aus- 
tralia he will certainly be captured, 
and if he remains in Honolulu the 
same fate awaits him, as one of Law- 
son’s brightest detectives sailed for 
that pets yesterday. Mr. Hooper says 
that he will spare no expense to effect 
his capture, and will bring him back to 
Los Angeles for trial, and the detect- 
ive has instructions to follow him 
the end, which will be done. 

In regard to Drane’s doings in Los 
Angeles, there is but little more to be 
said. He led a peculiar life, living 
partly at San Pedro and partly in Los 
Angeles. In this city he always had 
his room at the Ramona, besides the 
house occupied by the women who he 
was at different times providing for.

AN ADMIRALTY CASE. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION * 
“JUDGE 
A Ban Pedro Pilot Wants $200 for 
His Work—A Test Oase—Some 
Interesting Law Points Discussed 
A Decision for the Plaintiff 


Quite an important admiralty case 
was decided by Judge Ross yesterday 
inthe United States District Court. 
It was a test case for several similar 
ones, it being agreed by stipulation 
that its decision should govern in all. 
The title of the case was, D. W. Weldt 
vs. the British bark Howden, and it 
was a suit for a pilotage fee of $200. 
The suits were brought in each in- 
stance by Mr. Weldt, whois a pilot at 
San Pedro, and involved the status of 
San Pedro as a port. The plaintiff 
was represented by S. M. White, Esq., 
and the defendant by Messrs. Mor- 
timer and Harris. The points on both 
sides were ably argued by counsel, and 
the decision of the Court was in sub- 
stance as follows: ns 

At the time stated in the pleadin 
the libellant was a duly authori 

ilot for the port of Wilmington and 

y of San Pedro, and as such spoke 
the bark Howden, bound for San 
Pedro, and tendered his services as 
pilot. His services being declined by 
the master of the bark, Weldt began 
present proceedings, claiming to 

be entitled to half the usual rates of 
oe by virtue of section 2436 0 the 
olitical Code of California, which pro- 
vides, among other things. that pilots 


for all the rts of this State, other 
than San Francisco, Mare Island, 
Benicia and Humboldt Bay, are enti- 


tled to receive for piloting every ves- 
sel into or out of port the sum of 88 
per foot draft, and that when thé per- 
son commanding any vessel refuses to 
take a pilot the pilot first offering his 
services is entitled to half pilotage. 

In the present case that right is con- 
ceded, but the defense was made, first, 
that the Howden was not bound for 
and did not enter the port of Wilming- 
ton or the Bay of San Pedro; and, sec- 
ond, that if she did enter the bay, that 
that bay is nota port within the mean- 
ing of the — laws! that the only port 
at that point on the coast is the port 
of Wilmington, and that the port of 
Wilmington and the Bay of San Pedro 
are not one and the same, but, on the 
contrary, are two totally distinct geo- 
graphical places. 

The decision states that the case 
shows that the limits of the Bay of San 
Pedro have rever been defined by any 
competent authority; nor is the line | 
that separates the bay from the ocean 
attempted to be delineated upon the 
United States Coast Survey chart; in- 
deed that it may not be an easy matter 
to define it, for the reason that while 
upon the northerly side of the bay 
there is a well-defined headland called 
Point Firmin, there is none to the 
southward within such distance 
as that it may be reasonably 
said to have any connection 
with the Bay of San Pedro. In the 
absence of any legally defined limits to 
the y, the Court thinks it fair to 
hold that all vessels that lie under the 

rotection of Point Firmin are witbia 
the Bay of San Pedro, and that the

dence, have always been locally known 
and ded as one and the same. 
Originally, all vessels coming ‘into 
those waters discharged their cargo at 
San Pedro, and from there the freight 
was sent by wagon to Los Angeles. In 
852 Gen. Phineas Banning was con- 
ducting the principal business there, 
and as he was located on the Govern- 
ment reservation at that place, he was 
required to move off. Somewhere 
about the latter part of 1853 he re- 
moved to Wilmington, which is sit- 
uated on an inlet a few miles further 


inland. 

By an act approved September 20, 
1858, the town of San Pedro was con- 
stituted a port of delivery in the col- 
lection district of San Diego. 

By an act approved August 3. 1854, 
the collection district of San Pedro 
was created and it was made the port 
of entry for this district. By an act 
of June 2, 1862. the collection district 
of San Pedro was abolished, and it 
was attached to the district of San 
Francisco. 

By section 2582 of the Revised Sta- 
tutes, the State of California was 
divided into two collection districts, 
the first being the district of San 
Diego, in which San Diego was made 
the sole point of entry, and San Pedro 
and Santa Barbara ports of delivery. 

By an act approved June 6. 1874, the 
name of the port of San Pedro was 
changed to that of Wilmington. By 
an act of June 10, 1880, the privilege of 
immediate transportation was ex- 
tended to various named ports, among 
others to that of Wilmington, and by 
an act of June 16, 1882, the collection 
district of Wilmington was created, in 
which Wilmington, on the Bay of Wil- 
mington, was made the sole port of 


entry. 

The Court holds that’ by the legisla- 
tion referred to, not only did Congress 
recognize’ the fact that there wasa 
port at San Pedro, but by changing 
the nameof the port of San Pedro to 
that of Wilmington, and by referring 
to the Bay of San Pedro as the 
Bay of ilmington, it gave unmis- 
takable evidence that it regarded the 
one as identical with the other. 
Whether or not the port is a good and 
safe harbor, does not affect this ques- 
tion. It is a place for which many ves- 
sels are bound, and at which itis us- 
ual for them to load and unload, and 
it is the place for which tha Howden 
was bound and at which she discharged 
her cargo. The libellant is entitled to 
half the usual rate of pilotage as pro- 
vided by law, and accordingly a decree 
is rendered for the 
costs.

War is the matter with this 
weather? 


New York proposes legislating 
with a view to the improvement of her 
water front, which is a most desirable 
step in the right direction. 


Fort street presents hardly a single 
feature that was familiar six years 
ago. Itisfast becoming one of our 
handsomest business streets. 


THE proposition has been made, and 
it is a sensible one, that one of the fea- 
tures of the World's Fair should be a 
monumental structure of four stories, 
each story made typical of a century. 
What a monument that would be to 
American enterprise and progress.

for house-building, there will be many 


Seee horrors and fatalities to be re- 


suffering. These are the dark points 
in human history, the mysterious 
providences which human reason 
vainly tries to solve. But the present 
is an era of change, of discipline 
and of preparation. When the 
old earth was frozen by cold and 
plowed by mighty glaciers, no less 
than when it was a molten mass with 
but a thin crust above its furnace 
fires, the great work of preparation 
and of change was going on as it now 
is. In all its geologic history we see 
now the handwriting of Infinite Wis- 
dom. Could we have looked upon the 
world when it was rent and upheaved 
by its mightiest convulsions we should 
have denied the possibility of any good 
resulting trom such confusion. But 
aided by the light of science we now 
see the necessity of these great geolog- 
ical epochs; how through them the 
earth was supplied with coal for the 
use of man; how minerals were stored 
for his wealth; how the wide-spre ading 
and green valleys were made verdant 
and fruitful,and the Aefty walls of 
mountains lifted to influence the 
atmospheric currents and the rains. 
We can trace out through the periods 
of the wildest confusion the sublime 
and potent workings of natural law 
and wise purpose. 

And so in all the changes trans- 
piring today,amid the confusion of 
the elements, and the devastations of 
the storm and the earthquake, we 
may, if we will, see the same benefi- 
cent purpose that sball tend to the 
ultimate good of the race. Behind 
what we call the laws of Nature is a 
living force, the force of Omnipotent 
Will. There is no such thing as 
chance at workin the material uni- 
verse. Law is everywhere omnipotent 
and omnipresent, and the end will be 
for the best good of the race. 


Tur telegraph still brings news of 
disaster and rumors of disaster along 
the Atlantic Coast as the result of the 
phenomenal storm which has been 
raging there. The first reports of dam- 
age to the watering places and other 
coast towns were but a premonition of 
the actual havoc. Communication 
having been established with Atlantic 
City, it appears that a serious confla- 
gration has been raging there which 
superadded greatly to the terrors and 
destruction of the flood.

One 
or two steamers arrived at New York 
since the storm began report a terrific 
hurricane northwest of the George 
banks, and fears are entertained for 
the safety of other line steamers that 
are overdue. A gale was still blowing 
insome sections yesterday afternoon, 
and there is no telling whether the 
carnival of ills has yet reached i . 
max. This threatens to prove the 
most destructive storm of many years. 


CorPORAL TANNER has sent bis 
resignation as Commissioner of Pen- 
sions to the President. In his letter 
the Commissioner says that he recog- 
nizes that differences exist between 
himself and the Secretary of the In- 
terior in regard to the management of 
the Pension Bureau, which, being of a 
radical nature, he thinks it best for 
the administration that he should re- 
sign. There is no doubt but what 
Commissioner Tuanner’s intentions 
were all right, but in his haste to ex- 
tend the benefits of the pension ser- 
vice many of the safeguards have been 
broken down. This is of no benefit to 
the Union soldier honestly entitled to 
a pension, but is calculated to bring 
discredit on the administration, and 
matters finaliy reached such a point 
that the President was compelled to 
interfere, the result being the Com- 
missioner’s retirement. 


THe action of the Council at its 
meeting Monday, in tacitly agreeing 
to extend the time 35 days in which 
bids and propositions may be sub- 
mitted, in accordance with the request 
of a number of citizens who have a 
plan to propose, indicates that they are 
beginning to look at the sewer ques- 
tion in the proper light. Ture Tres 
is not wedded to any particular 
scheme, nor does it favor any corpo- 
ration or set of mev as against an- 
other, but it wants the very best sys- 
tem for the least amount of money, 
and to obtain this a reasonable length 
of time is necessary to formulate plans 
and make estimates. Thirty-five days 
is not too long, and half a million or 
more of money saved to the taxpayers 
is worth the delay. It is to be hoped 
that at the special meeting on Tuesday 
next the Council will bear this in mind 
and act accordingly. 


Tue political leaders and prominent 
men of the country who have for years 
molded the policy of the Government, 
or given tone to our literature, are fast 
passing away. In a few more years 
they will all be gone, and a younger 
generation will fill their places. Who 
these leaders of the future will be it is 
yet difficult to determine. But they 
will come. Great men may die, but the 
world does not rest because of it. The 
march of the race never ceases. Indi- 
vidual lives are continued in their in- 
fluence upon the lives of others, and 
thus the race is continuous in purpose 
and effort, and progress is assured. 


“ALL other things being equal, the 
old Union soldiers must be given the 
preference,“ is the word from Wash- 
ington in respect to appointments to 
office there.

Tue more the matter is looked into 
by the committee on selection of site, 
the more apparent does it become that 
New York has no accessible place upon 
which to erect proper buildings for the 
proposed great international exhibition 
of 1892. Equally evident it is to every- 
body familiar with. the situation that 
with her limited transportation facili- 
ties, which cannot be increased, it is 
practically impossible for that city to 
handle the crowd that would be in at- 
tendance upon such an affair as that 
ought to be, and will be, if held where 
it ought to be. For these two reasons 
New York may as well count herself 
out of the race, leaving the course to 
the giant of the West—Chicago. 


Tue St. Louis Cable and Western 
Railway is reported to be in desperate 
financial straits, with suits aggregating 
$300,000 hanging over it like the sword 
of Damocles. The road was built some 


fectly, by an Indianapolis company, 
who stocked the property at $1,000,- 
000 and put $1,000,000 in bonds 
on it. They secured the nar- 
row-gauge steam railroad and con- 
nected it with the cable line, which ex- 
tends to Vandewenter avenue and 
Morgan streets. Difficulties with the 
city arose, and the company is now 
losing a penalty of $100 per day for not 
having its cable line extended to Tay- 
lor avenue. 


Tn fine crop reports this season 
have had a stimulating effect on trade 
in general. The Washington Star 
says that from Chicago, Detroit, St. 
Paul, Kansas City, Omaha, Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh, Philadelphia and Boston 
come accounts of a notable awakening 
in the field of their several specialties. 
The apprehension of another period.of 
tight money in the future is not en- 
tirely quieted in- Wall street, notwith- 
standing so generally encouraging an 
outlook, and much is thought to de- 
pend upon the treasury policy in re- 
gard to bond-buying, which thus far 
has been eminently satisfactory. 


LABOR str in England certainly 
cannot be attributed by our Demo- 
pcratic brethren to any tendency of the 
Government toward a protective tariff. 
Yet bere they charge, that all labor 
strikes are the outcome of our protec- 
tive system. The truth is that this fool- 
ish war between labor and capital can- 
not be wholly controlled by either tariff 
system, but there is far less excuse for 
a strike undera system of protection 
than tinder an opposife one. The 
strike is the weakest weapon labor 
ever made use of. It ia a boomerang 
that is often reactionary in its results. 


Ir is seldom that the Trombone 
blunders upon even a halt - truth in its 
flapdoodle corner-cards. When, there- 
fore, in one little square inch of space 
it not only hits a whole truth, but 
makes an honest confession as well, we 
feel like awarding it due meed of 
credit.

FIFTY LIVES LOST. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 11.—A dispatch 
from Laurel, Del., sys the storm is the 
most furious ever known. At least two 
score of the vessels have been beached.

AT LONG BRANCH 


Great Havoc — Adjoining Beaches 
Suffer Severely—Lives Lost. 

Lone Brancn (N. J.). Sept. 11.—[By 
the Associated Press.] This is the most 
severe and damaging storm which has vis- 
ited this section of the New Jersey sea 
coast in the last 50 years. The surf ran 80 
high that it washed the outer end of the 
great ocean pier, and tossed its foam and 
spray 200 feet inland. The bluff has again 
been badly damaged, and it will cost fully 
$170,000 to repair it.

NOTABLE HISTORIOAL 
OF THIS DATE, 


The Burning of 
cis I. King of France—Pope Inae 
cent ViI.—Gen. 
XIIL of France. 1 
Tho disgraceful capture and burning 
of Washington in August, 1814, Was 
partially atoned for by the defense of 
Baltimore. The British fleet sailed | 
for Patapsco River, on which, 10 miles 
from the Chesapeake, the city of Balti- 
‘more stands,and on the morning of 
Sunday, September 11th, appeared in 
the river, and at sunrise the next day 
Gen. Ross landed with 9000 men at 
North Point. Meanwhile the fleet pro- 
ceeded to bombard Fort 

which guarded the approach to Balti- 

more. The British had a special 
grudge against this town on account 
of the many swift clippers which had 
sailed from the port to prey upon Brit- 
ish commerce. A large force had pru- 


| dently been collected, and Fort Me 


Henry was garrisoned by 1000 men un- 
der Maj. Armistead. A long line of 
fortifications had been constructed on 
what is now Patterson Park by the 
efforts of the citizens of Baltimore. 
Gen. Samuel Smith had 9000 men un- 
der him and was joined on the 10th by 
Gen. Winder with the remainder of his 
forces left after the defeat at Bladens— 
burg on August 24th. Smith sent Gen. 
Stricker with 3200 men to watch the 
enemy and act as necessity required. 
Confident of victory, Ross rode gay! 
along at the head of his men, and b 
marched about an hour, when he 
stopped at a tavern to rest and es- 
rouse. A small detachment of 150 
men, with some riflemen and a small 
piece of artillery, met the enemy seven 
miles from Baltimore. 2 concealed 
sharpshooters fired at Ross, who fell 
mortally wounded, and died soon 
after. The command devolved upon 
Col. A. A. Brooks, and the British 
pressed forward, encountering Strick- 
er’s main force ‘at 2 o’clock, After a 
sharp struggle e of two hours, the Amer- 
icans fell k toward Baltimore und 
Washington’s Mill, about half a mile 
from the line of entrenchments, where 
they were joined by Gen. Winder and 
his forces. The British halted and 
bivouacked for the night on the field 
In the meantime the fleet bombarded 
Fort McHenry, and the cannonade was 
kept up from the morning of the 13th 
to the following day. In the interval

treated to their vessels, and Baltimore 


‘was saved. Subsequently a monument 
was erected on Calvert street, Balti- 
more, in commemoration of the event. 
FRANCIS I., KING OF FRANCE, 

was born at Cognac September 12, 
1493. He was the son of Charles, 
Count of Angouleme and a cousin of 
Louis XII., whom he succeeded in 
1514. In 1519, Francis was a candi- 
date for the imperial throne of Ger- 
many, but was defeated by Charles nf 
of Spain, who with VIII. of 

En d and formed an 
allianc against France, In 1524, the. 


battle of — — the next year 
at the great battle of Pavia, Francis 
himself was defeated and 1 
risoner. regain his liberty, he 
ad to pay a heavy ransom, and in 
1529 married Eleanor, a sister of 
Charles V. He devoted several years 
to the advancement of commerce and 
manufactures, founded the Royal Col- 
lege of Paris, caused all legal proceed- 
ings to be conducted in French lan- 
guage and not in Latin as formerly, 
and persecuted the Protestants with — 
relentless vigor. Francis died 
March, 1547, and was succeeded by 
his son, Henry II. 
POPE INNOCENT VI. 
(Etienne Aubert) was a native of 
France and was elected to succeed 
Clement VI. in 1352. He was one of 
those pontiffs who held their court at 
Avignon, and died September 12, 1362. 

BLUCHER. 

The celebrated Prussian General, 
Bliicher, whose timely arrival saved 
the day for the allies at Waterloo, was 
born at Rosdock in 1742. He began 
service in the Swedish army and was 
taken prisoner by the Prussian regi- 
ment of which W he was 
ven the command. gained 
istinction in the Seven 3 War, 
and in 1806 commanded the Prussian 
vanguard at Auerstadt, from which he 
effected a masterly retreat to Lubeck. 
In 1813 Blücher was ‘commander-in- 
chief of the allied Russian and Prus- 
sian forces, and contributed largel — 
the decisive defeat of the Frenc 
Leipsic. Blücher was not a 4.0 
strategist, but owed his success to his 
impetuous courage and the rapidity of 
his movements. He died September 
12, 1819. 

“LOUIS XIII. OF FRANCE. 
Tnat weak and irresolute King, 
Louis XIII. of France, was held sub- 
ject to his Prime Minister, the crafty 
and ambitious Cardinal Richelieu, who 
watched over his sovereign with a jeal- 
ous eye, lest another should approach 
the — — person and counteract his 
own influence. To prevent such a re- 
sult, the Cardinal selected a 1 — 
bleman of Auvergne nam 
Mars to act as a spy on the King’s 
and — Cardinal of 
the royal purposes and intentions 
— ot 19 was made keeper of the 
royal robes, and ra idly rose to the 
highest pitch in the King’s favor. He 
chafed, however, under courtly re- 
straints, which he frequently vioknted, 
and thereby incurred the reproof of his 
master. At length his neglect of the 
King, for the sake of his mistress, 
caused his disgrace, and when de Cing 
Mars was again reconciled to the King 
his influence was so great as to excite 
the jealous batred of the Cardinal. The 
favorite joined in a conspiracy to over- 
turn the ministry, and Richelieu, hay- 
ing obtained a copy of the secret treaty 
with Spain entered into b 3 
on | Spirators, laid it before the 
ordered the arrest of de Cing Mans — 
the others, and the unfortunate youth 
was beheaded September 12, 1642.
